OWEVER IT MAY JUGGLE ‘THE 
bookkeeping system called money a 
nation cannot use more goods than 
it produces. Hence productivity—the 


amount of goods the average worker 


produces every year--is the soundest 
measurement of a nation’s economic 
progress. <A nation whose ,;roductivity 
rises is growing richer. A nation whose 
productivity falls is growing poorer, no 
matter what money wages it pays itself. 

By this measurement Canada has been 
standing Still if the Jast five years. Such 
is the rather shattering fact revealed by 
Mr. Abbott's recent budget. And like 
most essential facts it is little noted. 

Canada’s total output of goods rose 
miraculously by some 60 per cent be- 
tween 1939 and 1946. From 1946 to 1950 
it rose by only 11 per cent. That would 
have been a safiSfactory gain but the 
population grew and hence there were 
more people to share the increased out- 
put. The working force also grew by 
12 per cent, or about the same as its out- 
put. Hence _ productivity, the output 
per worker, failed to increase at all 

How, it may be asked, could this hap- 
pen at a time when the nation’s produc- 
tive machine was being vastly expanded 
and should have produced more goods 
per working hour than ever? The chief 
explanation undoubtedly is the reduction 
in average working hours The aver- 
age Canadian may have produced more 
for every working hour but since ‘he 
worked less his annual output did not 
expand. 

Under ordinary conditions this might 
not be considered an unsatisfactory re 
sult. A nation is at liberty. to abandon 
the hope of greater wealth in order to

Or if, in the case of one group, money 
wages are raised so far that it can buy 
more. goods then all other groups will 
receive less out of the reduced total 
supply There is no remedy for this 
condition but increased productivity; in 
which we have failed for five years.

Dangers To Canada-U.S. Accord. Shown In 
Reactions To L. B. Pearson Toronto Speech

I EHIND the scenes there is stil] a good 


deal of discussion here about .Mr.... 


L. B. Pearson's speech in Torontq on 

Canadian-American relations. Cuttings 

are still coming in from newspapers all 

over the United States, and Mr. Pearson's 
mail._is _ still .. heavy 
with letters of praise 
or blame from both 
Canadians and Ameri- 
cans. 

The reaction at 
least supports one of 
his statements. He 
said: “It is disconcert- 
ing that about the 
only time the Ameri- 

. can people seem to be 

Barkway aware of our exist- 
ence, in contrast say to the existence of a 
Latin American republic, is when we do 
something that they do not like or do 
not do something which they would like.” 
Mr. Pearson’s speech clearly comes 
under the heading of “something that 
they do not like.” 

By contrast the large preponderance 
of the mail from Canadians praises Mr. 
Pearson's criticism of the United States 
extravagantly, It is not the first sign 
Ottawa has had that it would be danger- 
ously easy to stir up a wave of anti- 
American feeling in this“country; and 
that, of course, is the last thing any 
member of the Government wants to do. 


PARALLEL 


A good many observers here are fas- 
cinated by the parallel, which is in some 
respects very striking, between Cana- 
dian-U.K, relations 10 or 20 years ago 
and adian-U.S. relations now. Some 
of the reactions to the Pearson speech 
illustrate it. On the one hand are the 
people who relish criticism of the United 
States almost for its own sake. On the 


other Rand are people who seem -to think 
that it-is-quite-improper for Canada to 
utter any criticism of what her big neigh- 
bor does. And, as wtih .\nglo-Canadian 
relations before the war, so now Quebec 
peopie are the first to fear too much 
influence jrom_the .United States, 

All this was obviously in Mr. Pear- 
sons’s mind when he prepared the Tor- 
onto speech. “We should be careful,” 
he said, “not to transfer the suspicions 
and sensitiveness and hesitations of yes- 
teryear from London to Washington.” 
“We musi convince the United States by 
action rather than by words that we are 
pulling our weight in the international 
team.” “Our relationship with the 
United States means marehing with them 
in the pursuit of the objectives which we 
share. It does not mean being pulled 
along or loitering behind.” 


FUNDAMENTAL FRIENDLINESS 


These, of course, are not the extracts 
from the speech which drew the atten- 
tion of the American press. Nor pre- 
sumably were they meant to, but Ameri- 
can officials will duly note that any 
criticisms or doubts which Mr. Pearson 
expressed about the United States were 
balanced by a recognition of what he 
called “our mutual understanding and 
fundamental friendliness.” 

For the record, also, it must be said 
that, although the speech was made only 
12 hours before President Truman dis- 
missed Genera’ MacArthur, the best in- 
tormation the Canadian Government had 
at that time was that the President 
would not dismiss him. The iong period 
during which MacArthur went unchecked 
was certainly one of the irritations be. 
hind Mr. Pearson's decision to make such 
a speech. But only one of many. 

U.N, FOCUS 
The focus ef them was probably at 


the United Nations last winter, when the 
United States—ags"it seemed té Canadian 
delegates—"“pressured” other U.N. mem- 
bers into adopting the resolution con- 
demning Chinese aggression in Korea. 
Mr. Pearson voted for it, but at the time 
he called it “premature and unwise”; and 
there was some feeling, reflected in the 
Toronto speech, that Canada came in 
for more American criticism for disagree- 
ing with the U.S, in U.N. than all the 
Latin American and other countries 
which supported the U.S, solidly in the 
U.N. deliberations but omitted the little 
matter of supplying any. armed assist- 
ance in Korea. It is certainly not by 
accident that the Toronto speech con- 
tained a warm tribute to the “wisdom, 
tolerance, and far-sighted steadiness of 
vision” of the British qualities which, 
said Mr. Pearson, “had never been shown 
more clearly than in the last six months 
at the U.N.” 


HINT OF PATTERN 


There was even a hint, theugh it was 
certainly no more, that Commonwealth 
relations, and particularly Canadian 
relations with Britain, might provide an 
example for Canadian-Ameff@im  co- 
operation. Mr. Pearson did not minimize 
past strains in Anglo-Canadian relations, 
but he sald that now “we deal with each 
other on a basis of confidence and friend- 
ship as junior and senior partner, in a 
joint and going concern.” A similar atti- 
tude can be found among some of the 
“top brass” of the armed services. In 
spite of alt the conflicts of the past to 
secure for Canadian forces the independ- 
ence which they thought they should 
have, many military men now ‘wonder, 
somewhat nostalgically, whether they will 
meet the same measure of comprehen- 
sion from Washington that they got—in 
the iatter days at least—from London.

Limited Objectives In Limited War

rT IS’ sad but true that no good Solu 
tion is now possible in Korea. The 
high objectives which the General As- 


\sembly proclaimed in the resolution of 


Oct. 7T—namely, “the 
establishment of a uni- 
fied, independent and 
democratic government 
of Korea’—are not 
now attainable. 

The best that can be 
had now is an armis- 
a tice at the old frontier 
we? of South and North 
Pi = Korea, at the 38th par- 
i allel.

If we want more than the limited 
objective of restoring the South Ko- 
rean frontier, having repelled the origi- 
nal. aggression of June 25, then we must 
accept the risks of a general war in the 
Far East. The U.N. resolution of Oct. 
7, in so far as it was sincerely meant, 
authorized and indeed directed Gen. 
MacArthur to unite Korea by force of 
arms, and then to hold electigns, etc. 

Gen. MacArthur's great error ,was 
that he misjudged the intentions of Red 
China, and thus persuaded the Civilian 
authorities here to believe that the U.N. 


resolution could be ¢arriéd” our by the 
limited forces and the kind of limited 
war which Gen. MacArthur was con- 
ducting. Had Gen. MacArthur's estimate 
of the situation been better, he would 
have advised the President that the U.N 
resolution of Oct, 7 should not be adopted 
unless the United States and its prin- 
cipal allies were prepared to engage in 
a general war in the Far East. That is 
what he is saying now. 


INTELLIGENCE FAILURE 


By the same token had-the State De- 
partment’s intelligence been better it 
would not have promoted the U.N. reso- 
lution of Oct. 7, It would have worked 
to attain in September, when we were 
victorious, the armistice which it would 
now, after so much bloodshed, like to 
attain. through a stalemate.

Large fruit growers on Vancouver Island are not yet 
| alarmed over the effect of three cold nights on budding 
trees, but smal] fruits apparently will suffer, they reported 
today.

| fer damage, and have the added 

| protection of being well above

Strawberry. growers, on the 

| other hand, expect a good many 
qa} of. their —early blossom to be 
killed. The recent frosts occurred 
‘when the young buds were most 
vulnerable. Extent of the damage | 
will be known within a week.

An amendment was offered to include “any living creature 
capable of movement.” The courts ruled that a beast is a 
creature with four legs so the bill as it stood wouldn't in- 
clude fleas which have six legs.
